41. WE are dire&ed by the late aft of Parlia- 
ment to take into our immediate consideration the 
prefent indeterminate rights and pretenfions of the 
Nabob of Areot and the Rajah of Tanjore, with 
refpeft to each other, and to afcertain and fettle the 
fame, according to the principles, and the terms 
and ftipulations, contained in the treaty of 1762, 
between the Nabob and the Rajah. 

42. The matters in drfpute may be arranged 
under the following heads : 

The di6iri& of Arnee, . 
The difttift of Hanamantagoody, 
l"he Government (hare of Tanjore^crop, 
. which was fown in 1775. 

43. The diftri&s of Arfree $n& Hatiamanta* 
goody are at prefent pdflelTed by the Nabob, theft 
diftri&s the Rajah has ciainted, in virtue 6f the 
beforemerU'bnfed treaty of 1762. Such part of the 
Government -fhare of J the Tanjorfe cfop, fo*wn m 
i11~& **** dfe ^bob hid polTeffion of the tbufr- 
try, as was coflefted by the Rajah 1776, iafte* 

his reftoratibn, the Nabob has claimed as his tigbtl

44. We fliall therefore proceed to examinfe into 
the federal claims, and givG fuch a decifion there* 

on, 
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on. from the lights before us, as (hall appear to 
be conflftent with juftice. 

45. With refpeft to the diftrift of Arnee, ft 
was agreed by the 5th article of the Treaty erf 
1762, that Tremaul Row, the Killidar, fhould be 
put in full poffeffion of the whole jaghife he pof- 
feffed and enjoyed before the capture of Arnee 
(excepting however, the fort of Arnee and Doby 
Guddy, which the Nabob was to retain in his own 
poflTeffion) on his paying to the Nabob the yearly 
fum of 100,000 rupees, the Rajah becoming fecu- 
rity for the payment thereof, 

46. We have not been able to afcertain frofti the 
records, whether this diftrift, whieh is fituated in 
the heart of the Carnatic, was ever in ihtaBudl 
pofleffion of the Rajah of Tanjore, except from 
the Treaty of 1771, whereby the Rajah gives up 
to the Circar the jaghire cfiftrift of Arnee, and the 
feveval letters written to the Nabob, that the fame " 
ought to be refiored to the Rajah •> nor can we dif- 
cover in what degree of relation the Rajah of 
Tanjore,, and Killidar of Arnee, ftood to each' 
Other, fo as to have induced the former to procure 
an exprefs* ftipulation in the Treaty of 1762, in 
favour of the latter, whether it was from ' con- 
fanguinity or cad. 

47. We obferve, on the 25th June, 1*776, fhortly 
After the reftpration of the Rajah, the Board re- 

B 2 folved, 
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fblved, that he ought to be put into poffeflion of 
Hanamantagoody, but were entirely filent as to 
Arnce; nor does Lord Pigot's letter, in confe- 
quence of that refolution, mention a word con- 
cerning the diftrift. Yet his Lordftiip, in his 
fubfequent letter to the Nabob of July 23, fays, 
u It will be highly fatisfa&ory to my employers 
<c to be informed, that the Rajah has been put in 
MS full poffeflion of Hanamantagoody and Arnec ;' 
and, in November fallowing, the Nabob wrote to 
Mr. Stratton, that he might difpofe of Hanaman- 
tagoody and Arnec in the manner he fhotfld think 

mod conformable to the wifhes of the Com- 

« 

pany ; thus feeming to acquicfce in the propriety 
of the diftri&s in queftion being given up to the 
Rajah , 

48. Mr. Jordan's minute of the 10th of March, 
a 777, afferts pofitively, that in 1762, Hanaman-i 
tagoody and Arnec were held by Tanjore and Mr, 
Stratton, in his letter to the Nabob of 28 of the 
fame month, fays, " That Hanamantagoody and 
u Arnec having been in poffejfion of the Rajah in 
€ * 1762, and the Company deeming that their faith 
** ftands pledged by the Treaty of * 1762, I am 
*• again to repeat to your Highnefs, it is the opinion 
" of this Government, that thofe places belong to 
the Tanjore country, and (hall, in confequence, be 
put in the ppjjejjion of the Rajah" The Rajah 
was like wife tnade acquainted with th? determina- 
tion 
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tiotr of the Board by a letter from Mr. Stratton, 
4th April, 1777, in the following words: " I am 
" to acquaint you, that we have confirmed the re- 
** folution of the former Government with refpeft 
•* to Hanamantagoody and Arncc— This we have 
** communicated to the Company, and as foori as 
u we have received their orders, you may reft 
u allured every attention (ball be paid to them/* ' 

49. It is true, that by the Treaty of 1771, the 
Rajah exprefsly relinquishes his claims to Arnee, 
which circnmftance the Nabob mentioned to Mr. 
Stratton, in his letter of 2d February, 1777, with 
this addition, that he (the Nabob) was forced into 
the Treaty of 1762 ; but we have already declared 
in our letter of 12th April; 1775, that no regard 
ought to be paid to that article of 1^62^ which re-' 
fpecls the alienation of part of the Rajah's domi- 
nions, and which is now, to all intents and pur- m 
pofes, virtually rejefted, by the legiflature having 
dire&ed that the indeterminate rights and preten- 
tions of the Naboh of Arcot, and the Rajah of 
Tanjore, with refped to each other, be fettled ac- 
cording to the principles, and the terms and ftipu- 
ktions contained m the I reaty of 1762. 

$q. But, although we confefs ourfelves very 
much in the dark, as to the nature of the autho- 1 
my formerly exercifed by the Rajah over the r 
diftri&s of the Arnee, which appears at fuch a 

diftance 
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diftance from the Tanjorp country, properly fo 
called, yet we think ourfclves juftified m following 
the exaft words of the 5th article of the treaty of 
1762, by dire£ting,as guarantee to that treaty, and 
in obedience to the a£l of Parliament, that the 
heir, or lawful fuceeflbr of Tremaul Row, be put 
in fall poffeffion of the whofe jaghire he pofleffed 
and enjoyed before the capture of Arnee, excepting, 
however the faid Fort and Doby Guddy, which 
the Nabob is to retain in his own pofleHion, upon 
the terms and conditions therein mentioned. Our 
meaning with refpefl to the Rajah is, that he 
(hall be reftored to the fame kind of poflfcffion by 
which he held Arnee in 1762, if he did actually 
hold it, or to the fame kind of authority which he 
at that period had a right to exercife oyer the 
diftrids ; or that he be conGdered as Handing in 
the fome degree of relation fhip, which he flood in 
to Tremaul Row, the ICillidar thereof, at the con- 

^tluGon of the treaty, of all which particulars you 
yourfelves will be able to form the moil accurate 

' judgment. 

51. With refpeft to Hanamantagoody, the cafe 
is extremely clear, on reference to the Nabob's 
inftru&ions to Mr, Dupre,, in 1762. To Mr. 
Dupre's reply, and to the. Rajah s reprefentations, 
25 March, 177 1, it appears that Hanamantagoody 
was aftually in the Rajah's pofieflion at the period 

when

when the treaty between him and the Nabob wafc 
guaranteed by the English.- -Indeed, the Nabob has 
acknowledged, in a lettet to Mr. Dtipr6, that he 
authorized the Rajah to undertake the expedition 
againft the Marawar country, by which he ob- 
tained the pofieffion of Hanamantagoody, on con- 
dition of his jun&ion and alliance. The dtftridfc 
of Hanamantagoody muft be therefore reftored to 
the Rajah. 

52. In order to avoid future difputes between 
the Nabob and the Rajah, refpeding the diftri&a 
that are to be given up to the latter, we dire& that 
you endeaveur to fix the boundaries thereof in 
the moft accurate manner, describing the feveral 
delaffes, &c. and that you tranfmtt a plan of the 
fame to us for our infpe&ion. 

53, We (ball now examine into the difputw 
Tefpefting the' government (hares of the crop 1775* 
We find the Nabob obtained from the Rajah in 
1771, his arrears of tribute, with intereft thereon— 
Indemnifications for bis expences, and fundry pre- 
ients to his children, amounting in the whole to 
rupees, 45,27,000 — befides the ceffion of certain 
diftrifts, to the amount of rupees, 4,8,000 ptr anH. 
and We have already given it as our opinion, m 
our letter of 12th of April, 1775, that the charges t 
©f the firft expedition againft Taajore, were more / 

than ' 
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th&n fcimburfed.— As the fecond expedition til 

.1773 was ihort, being, undertaken in Auguft, and 

concluded in September, we have in the letted 

before-mentioned, expreffed qur farther opinion 

that the revenues of. the country could not have 

.differed great diminution by the war ; and have 

there fuppofed that the plunder of the place, which 

by the Rajah's account amounted to upwards of a 

crore of pagodas, and the receipt of the revenues 

for more than two years, would have rendered the 

/Nabob a very confiderable gainer, after defraying 

, all the charges incurred by his Highnefs in the ex- 

. pedition. 

54. The fubfequent proceedings of your govern- 
ment have afforded us no caufe to think differently 
upon the fubjeft ; on the contrary, Lord Pigot has 
afferted in his minute of 13th May, 1776, on the 

. authority of the Dobbeer, that the Nabob received 
from the Tanjore revenues, clear of all charges 
and expences whatever, little lefs than the immenfc 

. fum of forty lacks of pagodas. 

» 

55. Confidering that we have already fignified 

the ftrongeft difapprobation. of thofe meafures 
taken againft Tanjore, which, as we were guarantee 
of the treaty, of 1762, our fervants ought to have 
prevented, and reflecting alfo on the, very large 
. amount of thr money and effetts dated to ha^e 

been 
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teen obtained tfierefrom, we! cannot give otir cori- 
fent to the Nabob's receiving the amount of the 
Government fliare of the crop of 1775, though we 
do not find the fame would be conGderable. Tht- 
Dobeer, who had the management of the country, 
Informed Lord Pigot, upon the Rajah's reftora* 
tion, that there reriiairied only three lacks of pago- 
das to be colle&ed by the Rajah, who himfelf de- 
clares, in his letter to Mr. Stratton, 21ft April, 
1777, tk 3 * l ^ e produce of the preceding year waj 
little more than one lack of pagodas. And General 
Stuart, in his letter to the Board of the 2d of tW . 
fame month, writes, " That it is averted with good 
" authority, that the far greater part of the Gck 
u yernfrietit (hate of the crop was plundered }ff 
" individuals, and never tame to account in the 
« Treaty." 

56. Whfcrt the Refolution of flic Fori 6f St; 
George Council, adjudging the Government fliare 
bf the crop to belong to the Nabob, in confluence 
of his having fowl! the feed, was communicated td 
the Rajah, he replied in the following words : «« The 
" year the Nabob took the country from rfie, Ifowec! 
* the grain, did he not reap the advantage ?" We 
mud confefs, that to our minds the argument herein 
contained is coticlufive. We do therefore, confi- 
dering all the foregoing rircumftances, adjudge the 
Government (hare of £uch part of the crop in quef-

tion as was collected by the Rajah, whateve? it might 
be, to belong to the Rajah.

57: Yourletter of ^be 14th* Cfctofeer, 1779, in- 
formed us, that the ftajah had. not accounted to the 
Nabob for any part df the pelheafli or four lack of 
rupees per cmr* which was ftipulatea to be paid up- 
on his.refloration to the government ; and that the 
Raj^h alledged, as a reafon For with-holding this 
peiheaQi, that he had pot received from the Nabob 
the diftrifls of Hanamantagoody and Arnee, whicK 
fhould have been gifen to him at the tifne he was 
jeftored to his country ; and that whilft thofe dif- 
trids, which, he fays, amount to the value of the 
jjpfhea£b v are detained by the Nabob, the Rajah 
jjqes not think it reafonable that he fhould pay any 
thing on that account. You farther acquaint us* 
in the fame letter, that the Rajah had paid one 
laqk*\ of pagodas into our treafury, the fame to 
wait our determination refpe&ing the crop. 

58. We therefore cfireft, tha't you takg the mo(t 
effectual meafures to afcertain, with all poffible 
precifion, the amount, fince the Rajah's Reftoration^ 
which has been receiyed fey the Nabob, from the 
diftricts, which by thefe our orders and inftruc- 
tions are to be delivered .to the Rajah, and to Ti- 
inaul Row's fucceflbr; and taking the whole arrears 
of peiheaih and the depofit before mentioned, into 
the account/that you determine in the molt impar- 
tial 



tfol banner, ort the balance which Ihall be due on 
either fide, and pat the fatae into a fpeedy train of 
liquidation, without difo-6ffing the {ferty from whom 
fuch balance may be owing. 

59^ We obferve, that one great caufe of difagree- 
wer^t between the Nabob and the Rajah has been 
relative to the repairs which are annually neceffary 
(;q be made on the; banks of the Cavery, and in 
the. annicut or mound of earth .which divides that 
fiver into two parts* and by which means the Tattr 
jflre qotftytry i$ fertilized. 
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; « 60, Upon a former reference to us upon the, Tub? 
je£k, we did not hefitate to pronounce, in our letter 
of 1 2th April; 1785, that as guarantees of tb$ treaty 
4962, jkc had a right to interfere, in; Ae fubj* 61 pf 
contention that might arife between the Nabob *nd 
the Rajah, though not immediately exprelTed in that 
-treaty'; and we Were decidedly of opinion, that the 
Rajah (hould have the liberty of repairing the banks 
of .the cavery, fa far as he basin former times fcfeeti 
allowed to do; 4od even more, if new encroachh 
:thents of the river (hould require it, provided the 
Nabob fuftains no damages, or injury thereby, and 
^hat fo far you had af right to infill on* ;

. 61. But notwithftanding thts : pofitive affertion 
♦ relative to our right as guarantee, to fee that the

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Tanjore country wastjet impoverilhed for wast v of 
the neceflary fupply of w^tcr for ks cultivation, 
we find feveral complaints of 4 Cmilar kind upon 
your records 1776 and 1777, particularly qp the 

Rajah's letter of 31ft O&ober, 177$.

62. In cottfequence of this letter, we again gave 
it as our opinion in our letter of July 4, 17771 That 
the Rajah fhould be permitted to repair the banks, 
and the annicut in the fame manner as had been 
pra&ifed in times paft : We not only contidered 
this as an aft of juflice, but as beneficial to all par- 
ties: and interefted as we are in the profperity of 
the country of Tanjore, we give it as our farther * 
opinion, that it was become an ad of found policy 
alio ; becaufe it would enable the Rajah to fulfil 
his engagements with the Nabob and the Com- 
pany. - 



6$. The fcntiments contained in 6ur befpre- 
mentioned letters of 26th April, 1765, and 4U1 
July, 17771 we hereby repeat and confirm.-** 
-But as the Nabob has declared, that his couo* 
try would fuftain juft as much damage by thev 
coming of too much water into the country, 
as that of the Rajah's would, (hould too great a 
quantity flow into the Coleroon (though Mr. Pallc 
is clearly of opinion, that the repairing the breach 
iu the Coleroon cannot be any ways prejudicial to

jthc foatbern countries) we think it neceffary to , 
direft, that thefe repairs, which are to be at the 
fole expence of tfre Rajah, be in future made un- 
der the mfpe&ion of one of our engineers, in whofe 
abilities and integrity you can confide : AmJ who 
is firft to make a report to your board of the works 
they propofe, and if you (hall afterwards cfyoofe 
to employ him or them in fuperintending thofe 
works, be or they will of courfe take care 4iatin. 
providing for the cultivation of the Janjof e coun- 
try, no injury be done to the territories of the 
tyabob round Tricbinqpoly. 

64. Having thus given our feotiments on the 
feyeral matters in difpute between the Nabob of 
Arcot and the Rajah of Tanjofe, and our final 
decifion thereon, we truft that all former ammo- 
fities between thofe Princes will be buried in ob- 
livion ; and that the conteft will be who mod (hall 
promote tht internal profperity of the- countries 
over which they prefide. It will be our part, a* 
guarantees of the treaty of 1762, to fee that the 
Rajah is regular in the payment of his pcfheafh, 
and that one power does not encroach upon the 
rights and privileges of the other.

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IN our letter of tjie 28th January laft, we 
flated the reafonablenefs of our expe&ation, that 
certain contributions towards the expences of the 
war (hould be made by the Rajah of Tanjore ; 
fince writing that letter we havp received one from 
the Rajah of 15th 06lobpr laft, jvhich contains at 
length, his reprefent^tions pf }jis inability tp make 
fiich farther payment : Wp think it here unneceflary 
to difcufs whether thefe reprefcitfatians are or ar« 
not exaggerated,- becaufe, from, the .explanations 
we have givenof our wifhes for a new arrangement 
in future, both with the Nabob of Arcot and the 
Rajah of Tanjore, and the dire&fons we have giveq 
you to carry that arrangement into execution, we 
think it impolitic to infill upon any demands upop 
the Rajah for the expences of the late war, beyon4 
the fum of four lacks of pagodas annually ; fuch a 
demand would tend to interrupt the harmony 
which (hould prevail between the Company and 
the Rajah, and impede the great obje&s of the 

general 
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general fyftem* we have already fo fully explained 
to you. 

But although* it is dot our opinion, that any 
fanher claim fhould be made on the &ajah for his 
ftare of the extra ekpefices of the late war, it is 
by no means our intention in any manner to 
afFeft the juft claim, which the Nabob has on the 
Rajah, for the arrears due to him, on account of 
the Pefheafb, for the regular payment of which 
we became guarantee, by the treaty of 1762. 
But, we have already expreffed to you, our hopes, 
that the Nabob may be induced to allow thefe 
arrears, and the growing payments, when due, to 
be received by the Company, and carried in dif- 
charge of his debt to us. You are at the fame 
time to ufe every means to convince him, that 
when the debt {hall be difcharged, it is our inten- 
tion, as we ar6 bound by the aboVe treaty, to 
e^ert oulfetves to the utmoft of our power, td 
infure the con fl ant and regular payment of it into 
his 9wn hands; 

We obferve by the plan ferit us, by our Go* 

Vernor of Fort St. George, on the 31 0£lober, 

1781, that an arrangement is there propofed 

for the receipt of thofe arrears, from the &ajah, in 

. three years.

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We are ttnabTe to decide how far this propofal 
may be confident with the prefent ftate of the 
Rajah's refoqrces, but we direft you to ufe all 
proper means to bring thefe arrears tto account a* 
foon as poffible, confiftently with a due attention to 
this confideratioD, 
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YOU will obferve, that by the 38th feSion of 
the late aft of parliament* it is ena&ed, that, far 
fettling upon a permanent foundation the prefent 
indeterminate rights of the Nabob of Areot, and 
the Rajah of Tafnjore, with refpeft to each other, 
we (hould take into our immediate confidcratiori 
the faid indeterminate rights and pretentions, and 
lake and purfue fuch meafures as in our judgment 
and difcretion (hall be bed calculated to alcertain 
and fettle the fame, according to the principles and 
the terms and ftipulatiaos contained in the treaty 
of 1762, between .the faid Nabob and the faid 
Rajah.

. Upon a review of this treaty > the only point 
now in <UTpute, which appears to i*s ta be £o im-

only, that by the Treaty of 1 762, the former be* 
came the furety for Tre maul Row's performance 
of his engagements fpecified therein, as the condi-

fame was then the Nabob's manager at Aredt) 
of 16 and 18 March, refemd to in the Nabobs 
letter, and tranfniitted' therewith to the Prefidenti 
*re obferve, that previous to the Treaty of 176a; 
Mr. Pigof concurred in the expediency of the 
Nabob's taking poffeffion of this jaghire, onitf> 
count of the troubkfome anct ref ra&ory behaviour 
of the Arnee Bramins, by their affording protect 
tion to all difturbers, who, by reafoa of, the Httle 
diftance between Arnee and Arcot, fled. to. the 
former, and were there protected and not given

That though the jaghire was teftored 16 1 yGt 9 
it was done under fuch conditions and reftri&ioht, 
as were thought bell calculated to preferve the 
peace and good order of the place, and due obe- 
dience to Government. 

That neverthelefs, the Bramins (quarrelling 

amongft tbemfelves) did afterwards, in e*prefe 

• J • ~ violation 
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violation of the Treaty, enlift and afiemble man/ 
tboufandfeappys and other troops, and, they erect- 
ed gaddys and other finall. forts,, provided them- 
fclves with wall-pieces, fmall guns, and other war* 
like (lores, and raifed troubles and difturbaftces in 
the neighbourhood of the city of Arcot, and the 
forts of Arnee and Shaw Gaddy, and that finally 
they imprisoned the Hircarrahs of the Nabob, fent 
with his letters and inftruftions, in purfuance of 
the advice of your Board, to require certain of the 
Bramins to repair to the Nabob at Chepank, and 
though peremptorily required to repair thither, 
paid no regard to thofe or any other orders of the 
Circar* 

By the 13th article, contained in the inftru&ions 

given by the Nabob to Mr. Dupre, as the bafis fop 

jaegociating the Treaty made with the Rajah in 

1771, the Nabob reqired that the Arnee diftrift 

«{bould be delivered up to the Circar, becaufe the 

Bramins had broken the conditions which they 

were to have obferved. In theanfwers given by 

jthe Rajah to thefe propofitions, he fays, " I am to 

f** give -up to the Circar the Taghou diftrift of 

" Arnee ;" and, on the 7th November, 1771, lhe 

Rajah, by letter to Seneewafarow, (who appear^ 

by your confutations and country correfpondenc$, 

to have been the grandfon of Tremaul Row, and to 

have been put in pgfleflion of the jaghire at .your re-

^We dire&ed that youlhould pay no -regard to the 

article of the Treaty of i 771, which refpe&ed tbt 

alienation of part of the Kajah*s dominions : ant! 

we declared, if the Nabob had not a juft title to 

'fchefe territories before the cbrtciuGoa.of the Treaty, 

'we denied that he obtained any right thereby, ex*

We have thus ftated to you the refult of our 
enquiry into the grounds of the difpute relative to 
Arnee, and as the refearch has afforded us no evi- 
dence in fiipport of the Rajah's clkini, nor erai 
any lights ^Whereby We' can difcover in what degree 
of relationfhip, by confanguinity, orcaft, or other 
circumftances, the Rajah now ftands, or formerly 
Ilood/with the Killtdar of Arnee, or the nature of 
his connexion with or command over that di ft rift. 
# or the authority he exercifed or a flurried previous 
'to the treaty of' 177*1, we (hould tbinfc ouffelves 
greatly reprehehfible in complying with the Rajahs 
requeft, and the more fo, as it is expref^ty ftated 
in the treaty of 1762, that this fort arid diftrift, 
were then in the pofleffion of the Nabob, as weli 
'as the per (on of the Jaghiredaiy on account of hit 
'ditbbedience, and werereftored to him by tbt 
~Nabob, in condefcenffon to the Rajah's requeft*' 
upon fuch terms and 'ftipulaiidhs, as could not> 
in our judgments; have been inforced by the on^ 
or fubmitted to by the other, if the fovereignty of 
'the one, or dependency of the other, had been at 
that time a matter of doubt. * * 
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Although thefe materials have not furnifhed us 
with evidence in fupport of the Rajah's claim, 
they are far from fatisfadtory to evince the political 
neceflity for the Nabob's continuing to withold the 
jaghire from the dcfcendants of Tremaul Row, his 
hereditary right to that jaghire feems to have been 
fully recognized by the ftipulations of the treaty of 
Jj6z, and fo little doubted, that, on his death, 
his widow was admitted by the Nabob to hold it, 
on account, as may be prefumed, of the non-age 
of his grandfon and heir Seneewafarrow, who ap- 
pears to have been confirmed in the jaghire, on 
her death, by the Nabob, as the lineal heir and 
fucceffor to his grandfather. 

With refpeft to Seneewafarrow, it does not ap-* 
pear by any of the proceedings in our poffeffion, 
that he was concerned in the mifcondudt of the 
Bramines complained of by the Nabob in the year 
1770, which rendered it neceffary for his High- 
nefs to take the jaghire into his own hands, or that 
he was privy to, or could have prevented thofe 
dlfturbances. 

We therefore direft, that if the heir of Tremaul 
Row is not at prefent in pofleflioh of the jaghire, 
and has nor, by any violation of the treaty or a£t 
of difobedience, incurred a forfeiture thereof, to 
fee immediately reftored to the poffeflion of it, ac- 

E cording 
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cording to the terms and ftipulations of the treaty 
of 1762. But if any powerful motive of regard 
to the peace and tranquility of the Carnatic, fhall, 
in your judgment, render it expedient to fufpend 
the execution of thefc orders, in that cafe you will, 
with all convenient fpeed, tranfmit to us your pro- 
ceedings thereupon, with the full ftate of the fafts^ 
and of the reafons which have actuated your con* 

du<a. 

We have before given it as our opinion, that 
the ftipulations of the treaty of 1762, do not ap^ 
ply to the points remaining to be decided ; but the 
late aft of parliament having, from the nature of 
our conneftion with the two powers in the Car- 
natic, pointed out the expediency, and even necef* 
fity of fettling the feveral matters in difpute- be^ 
tween them, by a fpeedy and perpianent arrange* 
nientj wc now proceed to give you our inftruftions 
upon the feveral other heads of difputes befoy? 
enumerated, 

i 

With refpeft to the fort and diftrift of Hana* 
mantagoody, we obferve, that on the reftoration 
j of the -Rajah i& 1776, you informed us in your 
letter of 14 May, <c That the Rajah had been pu$ 
<c into poffefiion of the whole of the country his 
".father held in 1762, when the treaty was con*. 
" eluded with the Nabob j" and oa the 25 June, 

you 
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N 

you came to the, refolutioh of putting the RajaK 
intopoflcflionof Hanafnantagoody, on the ground, 
that it's appearing on reference to the Nabob's in- 
ftruftions to Mr. Dupre in June 1762, to his reply, 
and to the Rajah's reprefen tat ions of 2fjth March 
1771, that Hanamantagoody, was a&ually in the 
hands of the late Rajah at the time of making the 
treaty of 1762. We have referred as well to thofe 
papers, as to the other proceedings On this fubjeft, 
and muft confefs, they fall very fhort of demon- 
ftrating to us the truth of the faft ; and we find, 
by the fecret confutations of Fort William, of 7th 
Auguft 1776, that the fame doubt was- entertained 
by our Governor General and Council, 

But whether in point of fa&, the late Rajah was? 

or was not in poffeflion of Hanamantagoody in 

1762, it is notorious, that the Nabob had always 

claimed the dominion of the qountries, of which 

Ais fort and diftrift are a part. 

* 

We obferve, that the Nabob is now in the aftuaL 
poffeffion of this fort and diftrift; and we are not 
warranted by any documents we have feen to con- 
cur with the wifhes of the Rajah to difpoflefs him. 

With regard to the government fhare of the crop 
of 1775-6, we obferve by theDobeer's memoran- 
dum recited in your confultations of 13th May 

E 2 1776, 
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1776,. that it was the eftabliflied cuftom of tha. 
Tanjore country to gather in the harveft, and com- 
plete the collections within the month of March ; 
but that for the caufes therein particularly ftated, 
the harveft (and of courfe, the colle&ion of govern- 
ment (hare of the crop) was delayed till the month 
of March was over. j We alfo obferve that the Ra- 
jah was not reftored to his kingdom untill nth 
April 1776; and from thence we infer, that if the 
harveft and colle&ion had been finifhed at the ufual 
time, the Nabob being the Sovereign of the coun- 
try, would have received the full benefit of that 
year's crop. 

Although the harveft and Colle&ion were delay- 
ed beyond thf ufual time ; yet, we find* by the pro- 
ceedings of your government, and particularly by 
Mr. Mackay's minute of 29th May 1776, and al- 
fo by the Dobeer's account, that the greateft part 
of the grain was cut down, whilft the Nabob con- 
tinued in the government of the country. 

It is difficult from the contradictory allegations on 
the fubjc£t, to afcertain what was the precife amount 
of the colle&ions made, after the Nabob ceafed to 
have the poffeffion of the country 5 but whatever it 
was, it appears from General Stuart's letter of 2d 
/Lpril 1777, that it had been affertcd with good 
authority, that the far greaw part of the govern- 

mtnt 



tnent ihare of the crop was plundered by indivv 
duals, and never came to account in the Rajah's 
treafury. 

• 

Under all the circumftance^ of this cafe, we 
mult be of opinion, that the government (hare of 
the crop of 1776, belonged to the Nabob as the 
then reigning foverignof the kingdom of Tanjore^ 
he being defallo in the full and abfolute pofleffioa 
of the government thereof, and confequently that 
the alignment made by him of the government 
ihare of the crop was valid. 

«■ < 

Neverthelefs, we would by no means be under- 
flood by this opinion to fugged, that any farther 
demands ought to be made upon the Rajah, in 
refped of fuch part of the government {hare ^of 
the crop as were collected by his people. 

t 

For, on the contrary, after fo great a length of 
time as hath elapfed, we fhould think it highly un- 
juft that the Rajah fliould now be compelled either 
to pay the fuppofed balances, whatever they may 
be, or be called upon to render a fpecific account 
of the collection made by his people. 

The Rajah has already in his letter to Governor 
Stratton, of aift April, 1777, given his aflurance 
that the product of the preceding year, accounted 

for 



for to hfm, was little more than one lack of pa- 
godas; and as you have acquainted us by your 
letter, of the 14th O&ober, 1779, that the Rajah 
has aftually paid into the treiafury, one.laqk of 
pagodas by way of depofit, on account of the 
Nabob's claim to the crop till our fentiments 
fliould be known 5 we dirett you to furceafe any 
farther demands from the Rajah on that account* 

We obferve by the proceedings, and particu- 
larly by the Nabob's letter to Lord Pigot, of the 
6th July, 1776, that the Nabob previous to the 
reftoratioji of the Rajah, dually made .alignments, 
or granted Tuncaur of the whole of his lhare of 
the crop to his creditors and troops, and that 
your government (entertaining the fame opinion 
as we do of the queftion of right to that (hare) by 
letter to the Rajah of the 20th Augufl:,- 1776, 
" recommended to him to reftore to Mr. Ben- 
" field (one of the principal Tunca holders of 
" the Nabob) the grain of the lad year, which 
" was in poffeflion of his people, and faid to be 
" forcibly taken from them : And farther, to 
* c give Mr. Benfield all reafonable afliftance in 
" recovering fuch debts as fhould appear to have 
<4 been juftly due to him from the inhabitants, 
" and acquainted the Rajah, that it had beea 
" judged by a majority of the council, that it 
* 4 was the Company's intention 4;o let the Nabob 

. " have 
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cc have the produce of the crop of j 776. But 
that you had no intention that the Rajah 
fhould be accountable for more than the govern- 
<c ment (hare, whatever that might be, and that 
4< you did not mean to do more than to recom- 
" mend to him to fee juftice done, leaving the 
" manner and tyme to himfelf." Subfequent re- 
prefentations appear to^have been made to the 
Rajah, by your government, on the fame fubjedt in 
favour of the Nabob's mortgagees. 

In anfwer to thefe applications, the Rajah in his 
letter to Mr. Stratton, of the 12th January, iyjj* 
acquainted you, " That he had given orders re- 
" fpefting the grain which Mr. JJenfield had 
*' heaped up in his country, and with regard to 
<c the money due to him by the farmers, that he 
cc had defired Mr. Benfield to bring accounts of 
it, that he might limit a time for the payment 
of it, proportionally to their ability, and that 
the necefiary orders for Hopping this money 
" out of the inhabitants fhare of the crop had 
€< been fent to the Ryots and Aumitdars; that 
fC Mr. JJerifield's gemaftah was then prefent there 
** and overfaw his affairs,, and that in every thing 
ic that was juft, he (the Rajah) willingly obeyed 
J! our Governor and Council. 2 
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Our opinion being that the Rajah ought to be 
anfwerable for no more than the amount of 
what he admits was collected by his" people, for 
the government fhare of the crops, and the pro- 
ceedings before us not fufficiently explaining 
whether in the fum, which the Rajah in this be- 
forcmentioned letter,* of 21 April 1777 . admits 
to have collected, are included thofe parts of 
the government fhare of the crop, which were 
taken by his people from Mr. Benfield, or from 
any other of the affignee^or tuncau holders, and 
uninformed, as we alfo are, what compenfation 
the Rajah has or has not made to Mr. Benfield, 
or any other of the parties from whom the grain 
was taken by the Rajah's people, or whether by 
means of the Rajah's refufal fo to do, or from 
any other circumftances any of the perfons difpof- 
fcflcd of their grain, may have had recourfe to the 
Nabob for fatisfadfcioi\ : We are for thefe reafons 
incompetent to form a proper judgment what dit 
pofitions ought in juftice to be made of the one 
lack of Pagodas depofited by the Rajah ; but as 
our fentiments and intentions are fo fully expreffe4 
upon the whole fubjeft, we prefume you, who arc 
upon the Ipot, can have no doubt or difficulty in 
making fuch an application of the depolit, as will 
be confiftent with thofe principles of juftice where- 
on our fentiments are founded : but Ihould any 
fucfi difficulty fuggeft itfelf, you will fufpend any 

application 
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application of the depofit, untiU you have fully 
explained the fame to us, and have received our 
further orders. 

With refpeft to the repairs of the unnicut and 
banks of the cavery, we have upon various occa- 
fions fully expreffed to you our ientiments, and in 
particular in our general letter of 4th of July, 1777, 
we referred you to the investigation and correfpon- 
dence on that fubjed: of the year 1764, and to the 
' report made by Mr. James Bouchier, in his perfo- 
nal furvey of the waters, and to feveral letters of 
the year 1765 and 1767; we alfo by our faid general 
letters acquainted you, that, it; appears to us per- 
fe&ly rcafonable, that the Rajah fliould be permit- 
ted to repair thofe banks and the -annacut in the 
fame manner as had been pradifed in times paft, 
and we direfted you. to cftablifti fuch regulations, 
by references to former ufage for keeping the faid ' 
banks in repair as would be effectual, and remove 
all caufe of complaint in future, 

Notwithftanding fuch our inftru&ions, the Rajah 
in his letter to us, of 15th of Oftober, 1783, com- 
plains of the deftru&ion of the Annaqut $ and as 
the cultivation of the Tanjore country appears bjr 
all the furveyors and reports of our engineers em- 
ployed on that fervice, to depend altogether on 

F a fup- 



•a ftipply of water by the cavery, which cati'oftty 
be fecured by keeping the annacuc and banks iji 
repair, we think it neceflary to repeat to you. ouf 
orders of the 4th of July, 1777, on the fubjedt of 
thofe repairs. 

And farther, as it appears by the furvey arid 
report of Mr. Pringle, that thofe repairs are at- 
tended with a much heavier expence when done 
with materials taken from the Tanjore diftrifl^ 
than with thofe of Trichinopoli, and that the laffc 
mentioned materials are far preferable !to the. others 
jt is our order, that if any occurrences fliould make 
it neceflary or expedient, you apply to the. Nabob 
in our nartYe, to ' defiVe that his Highnefs will 
permit proper, fpbts of ground to be fet out and 
bounded by proper marks on the Trichinopoli fide* 
where the Rajah and his people may at' all times 
take fand and earth fufficient for thefe repairs, and 
that bis Highnefs will gtant his leave of fuch 
fpots of land, for. a , certain term of years to the 
Company, at a reafonable annual rent, to the in- 
tent, that through you, the cultivation of the 
Tanjore country may be fecured without infring* 
ing, or impairing the rights of the Nabob. 

If any attempts have been or fhall hereafter be 
made, to divert the water from the Cavery into the 

Cole- 



Colet&on; by contra&ing -the current, of the 
Upper or" Lower Cavefy, by planting long grafs, 
ias mentioned in Mr, Pringle's Report, or by any 
Other means, we have no doubts, his Htghnefs, 
on a proper reprefentation to him in our name, 
will prevent his people from taking any meafures 
detrimental tothe Tanjore country, in the profpe-* 
xity of Which, his Highnefs, as well as the Com- 
pany, is materially interefted* ' 

l i. 

4 Should you fucceed in reconciling the Nabob* 
to this meafure, we think, it but juft that the pro- 
pofed leife fhall remain no . longer in force, thari 
whilft the Rajah lhall be pun&ual in the payment 
of -the annual piihcalh to the Nabob, as well as 
the rents to be referved for the fpots of ground; 
And, in order effe&ually to remove all future oc- 
cafion of jealoufy and complaint between the 
parties, that the Rajah on the one hand maybe 
fatisfied, that all jneceflary wdrks for the cultiva- 
tion of his country will' be made and kept in re^ 
pair, and that the Nabob on the other hand may 
be fatisfied, that no encroachments on his rights 
can be made, nor any works detrimental to the 
fertility of his country ere&ed; we think it pro- 
per that it fhould be recommended to the parties 
as a part of the adjuftment of this very important 
ppint, that ikillful engineers appointed by the 

F Z Com- 
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Company be employed at the Rajah's cxpence, t6 
jconduft all the neceffary works with the ftrifteft 
attention to the refpeftive rights and interefts of 
both parties ; this will remove every probability 
of injury or difpute ; but ihould either party un- 
expftedly conceive themfelves to be injured, im- 
mediate redrefs might be obtained by application 
to the Government of Madrafs, under whofe ap* 
pointments the engineer will aft without any dif- 
cuffion between the parties, which might difturb 
that harmony which it is fo much the wifh of 
the Company to cftablilh and prefer ve, .as effcntial 
to the profperity and peace of the Carnatic. 

Having now in obedience to the directions of 
the aft of parliament, upon the fulleft confidera* 
tion of the intermediate rights and pretentions of 
the Nabob and the Rajah, pointed out fuch mea- 
fures and agreements as in our judgment and dif- 
cretion will be beft calculated to afcertain and 
fettle the fame. We hope, that upon a candid 
confideration of the whole fyftem, although each 
' of the - parties may feel difappointed inourde- 
cifion on particular points, they will be convinced 
that we have been guided in our inveftigation by 
principles of ft rift juftice and impartiality, and 
that the moil anxious attention has been paid to 
the fufcftantial interefts of both parties, and fuch

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a general and comprehensive plan of arrangement^ 
propofed* as will molt effectually prevent future 
diflatisfadion*

orders to their prefidencies and fervants abroad, 
fdv completing the inveftigation thereof, a3 the 
nature of the cafe fhall require* and eftabliihing 
in confert with the faid Nabob, fuch fund for the 
difcharge of thtfe debts which (hall bb juftly due 
according to their refpe&ife claims and priority, 
as (hall be confident with the rights of the. faid 
United Company, the fecurity of the creditors, 
and the honour and dignity of the faid Nabob. 
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Claufi, as originally drawn by the Direftm* relative 
to the Mode of Liquidation of public Debts, and 
Debts to European Creditors. 

65. Purfuant to the directions in the late aft of 
parliament, we have taken into our consideration 
the origin and juftice of the demands of Britifli fub- 
jefts upon the Nabob of Arcor, fo far as the ma- 
terials in our poffeffion have enabled us to do. 

66. Thefe demands are diftinguilhed under the 
following heads, viz. 

The old debt, 

The new debt, and 

The debt to Meflrs. Taylor, Majendie, and 

Call. 

/ 

67. The Nabob himfclf, in his letter to Gover- 
nor Palk, of the 12th December, 1766, has given 
the bed: account of the origin of the old debt that 
is to be met with upon our records, a copy whereof 
is inclofed, in which his right, after enumerating, 
the caufes which, from time to time, obliged him 
to procure pecuniary aids, declares, " that the 
C€ fums lent him were truly and juftly lent him/* 
The account of this debt in January, 1 767, ap- 
pears to be about 22 lacks of pagodas, at which, 
time the intereft thereon was reduced to 10 per cent. 
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in confequence of our orders of the 17th of May, 
1766. Not more than a fourth part of this debt, 
we underftatid. remains to be difcharged, the Com- 
pany having frequently recommended the cafe of 
thefe old creditors to the Nabob's favotf fable 
attention. • 

68. It was not until the year 1766 that the 
Court of Dire&ors were informed, that the Nabob 
had contradted a new debt, exclufi ve of the ca- 
valry loan, to a much greater amount than the 
former. It is ftated in 1777, at which time it was 
confolidated at thirty-five lacks of pagodas, bear- 
ing an intereft of 1 2 per cent. 

* 

69. Although we have repeatedly written to the 
Nabob, and to our fervants, refpefting the debt, 

m 

yet we have never been able to trace the origin 
thereof, or to obtain any fatisfaftory information 
upon: he fubjedt. 

70. It is true, the Nabob has affured us in his 
letter of the 12th of Auguft, 1783, " That the 
" claims of his diftrefled creditors are the claims of 

juftice, and whofe demands he is bound by ho- 
nour, and every moral obligation, to difcharge ; 
that it is not, therefore, without great concern, 
" he has heard infinuations tending to queftion the 
'I legality of their right to the payment of thofe 

G " juft 
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M juft debts, which proceeded from advances made 
" openly and honourably for the fopport of hb 
" own and the public affairs. 

71. But notwithftamttng, the Nabob has thus 
admitted the fairnefs of thefe debts, yet, from the 
anfwer in his paper of requefts, it may be inferred, 
that the Governor General and Council entertained 
* different opinion concerning them, when they 
thought it reafonabk to require^ chat there fhoutd 
•be an abatement of £.25 per cent, from fiich of the 
debts as may have been transferred, and that the 
-whole fhould be difcharged without interefh Be- 
fides, fufpicions refpe&ing the nature of thefe 

1 

latter debts, not very favourable to thofe concern- 
'ed in them, have been dropped from high autho- 
rity upon the fpot. 

72. We dp not mean to queftion the Nabob's 
right to iffue his bond to whom he pleafes. But 
when thofe pecuniary transactions have relation to 
our o^in fervants, who are bound to t he Company 
for. the performance of various conditions under 
certain penalties ; in all fuch cafes, it is our indif- 
•pcnfible duty to call upon the Nabob for every in- 
formation upon the fubjeft, and we make no doubt 
his Highnefs will fee the propriety thereof, and af- 
•ford us compleat fetkfa&km herein* We are in 
an efpecial manner impelled to procure fuck fatif- 

4 faftioa 
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faAion, when we confkkf, that, for the discharge 
of thefe bonds, the revenues of certain dtftri&s 
have been affigned to our fervanfs, from a country 
the defence of which, refts entirely with the Com* 
pany, who, are therefore particularly interefted in 
tevery thing that concerns ks rdburces. 

73. For thefe reafons* we fiiould have thought 
k our duty to enquire very/ minutely into thofe 
debt*, even if the Aft of Pari i June nt had been fiicrtf 
upon the fubjed, before we concurred in any mea* 
fures for their payment* But with pofitive injunc- 
tions of the aft before us, to examine into their 
nature and origin, we are indifpenfably bound to 
direct fuch a*i enquiry , to be inftitutcdj and we 
therefore confidently hope and trull, that you will 
obtain from the Nabob and the creditors, the moft 
fatisfa&ory account thereof, before you lend the 
aotbority of the company to any plan for their 
liquidation, 

74. With refpeft to the 3d article we find that in 
April, iJ77> the Nabob contracted a debt with 
Meffrs. Taylor, Majendie and Call, of four lacks 
of pagodas, faid to be advanced him, to pay the 
arrears due to his troops 5 for the repayment of 
which, the Madras government engaged to be the 
fecurity; But the Court of Directors difavowed 
the tranfa&ion* The accounts of the Nabob's 

G 2 officers 
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officers will (hew the feveral advances which were 
actually made in confequence of this loan, and 
whether the fame were appropriated to the purpofes 
intended. 

* - • 

75. It appears to us effentially neceffary to 
call for thefe explanations, as the Nabob , has 
mfierted in his letter of the 22d.of Mgrch,.i779, 
that the two years were nearly expired. Meffra. 
Taylor, &c. had not entirely difcharged the arrears 
of thofe troops.

. 76. In the inftru&lons given by the Nabob's 
creditors to Mr. Richard Jofeph Sullivan, the 
21ft of February, 1781, on his proceeding to 
Bengal, we find the following ftatement :

80. In this ftate of uncertainty, as.to the dri-#

«ftfyvte.obcairted4iporvthe r fpot^ we hereby diredt 
our Prefident and Council <rf Fort St. George* 
immediately upon the receipt hereof, to enter in- 
to a full examination as to the points mentioned 
irt lite aft, vis. The origin .and juftice of thefe 
demands; alfo the.jexaft amount thereof, whether 
the fums were really and iana fide: advanced, and 
upon what particular occafien, aHo the names 
of each individual creditor who fhall prove his 
debt to the fatisfattion of the faid Prefident and 
aad Council.

81. Having completed this enquiry, in which 
a$ btfpr^6ntipned| the Nabob mutt be requeued 
m.ouF n^roe tq furnifl> every poflible informs 
tion, (he whole .of the proceedings muft be tranf- 
mtt&& to the Qpveroor General and Council, who 
ate .hereby dir«£kd to take, the fame into their 
confide(at\Qf> to d€jer|nine thereupon, ?nd to eft*. 
blilh in concert with the Nabob* through the 
mcdiuaV of the Prefident and Council of Fort

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Saint George* " Such a f*md for the difcbatge of

82. We think it neceffary to acquaint y*u t that 
as many of the creditors, now refident in England, 
as IhtU prove tt> our Tatfcfa&ioh the origin and 
nature of their feveral claims on the Nabob, agrees 
#bty to the intention of (the iegHbttire, their debt* 
/ball be considered a* juft and legal ; and, fo loon as 
the feme (ball have been fubftahtiated, a partkobr 
account thereof lb all be eranfinkted to you, in prefer 
ihat they may be included in thefuturcplan tb be 
formed for the liquidation cf the whole. 

• 8*3. From the great embarraflfrient, boch Ho the 
Nabobs and to the Company's affairs, which die 
enormous amount of thefe private claim* haveoeca~ 
fioned, we are happy to find the Nabob willing to 
engage, not to incur any new debt with individuals; 
and we think little difficulty will be found in per- 
fuadinghis highnefs to enter into a pofuive engage- 
ment for that purpofe. And, though the legislature 
has thus humanely interfeared in behalf of fuch indi- 
vidual, as might other wife have been driven to great 
cKfttefe 5 yet, we hereby pofitivdy prohibit any of 

our 
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our fervants, or other Britilh fubje&s under the pro- 
tedtion of the Company, from making any farther 
loans of money to the Nabob, or any of his family, 
upon any account or pretence whatfoever, declaring, 
that we will not hereafter interpofe our authority to 
procure fatisfa&ion for engagements fo entered into, 
contrary to thefe exprefs diredtions, and the inteaeft 
of the Company, 

84. Since writing the above, the original regifter 
of the Mayor's Court at Madrafs, dated the 16th 
O&ober 1780, has been laid before us, fpecifying to 
whom, and at what time, the payments were made on 
account of the cavalry loan, amounting to pJgodas, 
4, 23, 436, 13, 26, alfo copy of a letter from MefTrs* 
Call and Taylor, dated 25th March 1779, t0 l ^ c 
Prefident and Council, we fend you a copy of thefe 
papers for your information, and to guide your 
judgment in the decifion which you are to give re- 
fpe&ing the juftice of the claims of Meffrs. Call, 
Majendie, and Taylor. 
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Ditto Claufe as altered hy the Board of CemmiJ- 

Jioners. 

WE next proceed to give you our fentiments 
refpedting the private debts of the Nabob ; and 
We cannot but acknowledge, that the origin and 
juftice both of the loan of 1767, and the loan of 
*777> commonly called the cavalry loan, appear 
to us clear and indifputable, agreeably to the true 
fenfe and fpirit of the late A6t of Parliament, 

* 

In fpeaking of the loan of 1767, we are to be 
underftood as fpeaking of the debt as conftituted 
# by the original bonds of that year, bearing interefl: 
at per cent, and therefore, if any of the Na- 

bob's creditors, under a pretence, that their debts 
made part of the confolidated debt of 1767, al- 
though fecured by bonds of a fubfequent dajte, 
carrying an interefl: exceeding ten per cent, fliall 
claim the benefit of the following orders, we di- 
reft, that you pay no regard to fuch claims with- 
out our farther efpecial inftrudtions for that pur- 
pofe. 

With refpett to the confolidated debt of 1777, 
it certainly ftands upon a lefs favourable footing; 
•to early as the 27th March 1769, it was ordered 
by the Prefident and Council of Fort St, George, 
that for the preventing of all perfons living under 

H the 
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the Company's protection, from having any deal- 
ings with any of the country powers or their mi- 
tt ifters, without the knowledge or confent ^)f the 
board, an advertifement fliould be publilhed, by 
fixing it lip at the Sea Gate, and fending round a 
copy to the Company's fervams and inhabitants, 
and to the different fubordinatts, and our garri- 
fons, and giving it out in general orders, Hating 
therein, that the Prefident and Council did con- 
fider the irreverfable order of the Court of Direc- 
tors, of the year 1 7 14, (whereby their people were 
exprefsly prohibited from having any dealings 
gith the country governments in money matters,) 
• to be in full force and vigour -, and thereby ex- 
prefsly forbidding all fervants of the Company, 
and other Europeans, under their jurifdi&ion, to 
make loans, or have any money tranfaftions with 
any of the princes or Hates in India, without 
efpecial licence and permifiion of the Prefident 
and Council for the time being, except only in 
the particular cafes there mentioned ; and declar- 
ing, that any wilful deviation therefrom fhould 
be deemed a breach of orders, and treated as fuch. 
And on the 4th of March 1778, it was refolved 
by our Prefident and Conncii of Fort St. George, 
that the confolidated debt of 1 777, was not in any 
refpeft whatever conduced under the aufpices or 
protection of that government; and, on the cir- 
cumftances of the confolidation of the faid debt 

being 
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being made known to us, we did on the 23d 
December 1778, write to you in the following 
terms: " Your account of the Nabob's private 
cf debts are very alarming ; but from whatever 
<c caufe or caufes thofe debts have been contract- 
c< ed, or increafed, we hereby repeat our orders, 
that the fanftion of the Company, be on no 
account given to any kind of fecurity for the 
payment, or liquidation of any part thereof, 
except by the exprefs authority of the Court of 
" Directors, on any account or pretence what- 
u ever." 

The loan of 1777, therefore, has no fandion 
or authority from us $ and^ in confidering the fi- 
tuation and circumftances of this loan^ we cannot 
omit to obferve, that the creditors could not be 
ignorant how greatly the affairs of the Nabob 
were at that time deranged $ and that his debt to 
the Company was then very confiderable, the 
payment of which, the parties took the moft ef- 
fcftual way to poftpone, by procuring an aflign^ 
ment of fuch fpecific revenues for the difcharge 
of their own debts, as alone could have enabled 
the Nabob to difcharge thofe of the Company* 

Under all thefe circumftances, we fhould be 
warranted to fefufe our aid or protection in the 
recovery of this loan ; but when we confider the 

H 2 inexpe- 
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inexpediency of keeping the fubjeft of the Na- 
bob's debts longer a-fioat than is abfolutely ne- 
ceflary; when we cpnfider how much the final 
conclufion of this bufinefs will tend to promote 
tranquility, credit, hnd circulation of property in 
the Carnatic; and, when we confider that the 
debtor concurs with the creditor in eftablifhing 
the juftice of thefe debts, consolidated in 1777, 
irito grofs fums, for which bonds were given, 
liable to be transferred to perfons different from 
the original creditors, and having no fhare or , 
knowledge of the tranfaftions in which the debts 
originated; and of courfe, how little ground there 
is to expeft any fubftantial good to rcfult from 
an unlimited inveftigation into them. We have 
refoived fo far to recognize the juftice of thofe 
debts, as to extend to them that proteftion which, 
*upon more forcible grounds, we have feen caufe 
to allow to the other two claffes of debts. But 
although we fo far adopt the general prefumption 
in their favour, as to admit them to a participa- 
tion in the manner hereafter dire&ed, we do not 
mean to debarr you from receiving any complaint 
againft thofe debts of 1777, at the inftance either 
of the Nabob himfelf, or of other creditors injured 
by their being fo admitted, or by other perfons - 
having a proper intereft, or dating reafonable 
grounds of objection $ and if any complaints are 
offered, we order that the grounds of all fuch be . 

atten-* 
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attentively examined by you, and be tranfmjttcd 
to us, together with the evidence adduced in fup- 
port of them, for our final decifion $ and as we 
have before directed, that the fum of 12 lacks of pa- 
godas to be received annually from the Nabob, 
fhould be paid, into our treafury, it is our order, 
that the fame be deftributed to the following ar- 
rangcment:

We have laid down the general rules of dif- 
tributions; as appearing to us founded in juftice, 
and the relative circumftances of the different 
debts ; and therefore, we give our authority and 
protection to them, only on the fuppofition, that 
thofe who afk our protection, acquiefce in the 
condition upon which it is given ; and therefore, 
we exprefsly order, that if any creditor of the 
Nabob, a fervant of the Company, or being un- 
der our prote&ion, (hall refufe to exprefs his ac- 
quiefence in thefo arrangements, he fhall not only 
be excluded from receiving any lhare of the fund 
under your diftribution, but (hall be prohibited 
from taking any feparate meafures to recover his 
debt from the Nabob, it being one great induce- 
ment to our adopting this arrangement, that the 
N?bob fhall be relieved from all further difquie- 
tude, by the importunities of his individual credi- 
tors, and be left at liberty topurfue thofe meafures 
for the profperity of his country, which the em- 
barrafsments of his fituation have hitherto deprived 

him 
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him of the means of exerting. And, we farther* 
direft, that if any creditor fhall be foupd refrac- 
tory, or difpofed to difturb the arrangement, we 
baye fuggefted, he (hall be difmiffed the fervice, 
and fertt home to England, 

The dirc&ions we have given, only apply to the 
three claffes of debts which have come ynder 
our obfervation. It has been furmifed, that the 
Nabob has of late contracted farther debts, if any 
of thefe'are due to Britifh fubje&s, we forbid any 
countenance or prote&ion whatever to be given to 
them, untill the debt is fully inveftigated, the 
nature of it reported home* and our cfpecial in- 
ftru&ions upon it received,

Under this head you are pleafed in lieu of our 
paragraphs, to fubftantiate at once the juftice of 
all thofe demands, which the a£t requires us to 
inveftigate, Subject only to a right, referved tQ 
the Nabob, or any other party concerned, to ques- 
tion the juftice of any debt falling within the laft 
of the three claffes. We fubmit that at leaft the 
opportunity of queftioning, within a limited time, 
the juftice of any of the debts ought to have been 
fully preferred : and fuppofing the firft and fecond 
clafles to ftand free from imputation (as we incline 
to think they do) no injury can refult to individu- 
als from fuch difcuffion : And we farther fubmit 
to your confideration, how far the exprefs direc- 
tion of the aft to examine the nature and origin of 
the debts has been, by the amended paragraphs 
complied with, and whether at leaft the rate of 
intereft, according to which the debts arifing from 
Soucar affignment of the land revenues to the 
fervants of the Company, afting in the capacity of 
Native Bankers, have been accumulated, ought 
not to be enquired into ; as well as the re&fonable* 
nefs of the deduction of Z5 per cent, which the 
Bengal Government directed to be made from a

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great part of the debt on certain conditions. But 
to your approbations of the fund, our duty re- 
quires that we fhould ftate our ftrongeft diflent : 
bur right to be paid the arrears of thofe expences, 
by which (almoft the country and all the property 
conne&ed with it Were preferved from falling a 
prey to a foreign conqueror) furely ftands para- 
mount to all claims for forrtoer debts upon the ine- 
venues of a country io prefet^ed, even if the kf* 
giflature had not exprefely limited the affiftance to 
be given to the private creditors, to be fuch as 
fhould be confident with our own rights 5 the Na* 
bob had loag before paffing the a&, by treaty with 
our Bengal Government agreed to pay us fevea 
lacks of pagodas (part of the 12 lacks) in liquid- 
ation of thofe arrears of which feveri lacks, the 
arrangement you have been plea fed to by down* 
would take away from us more than the half, and 
give it to private creditors, of whofe demand*

Gentlemen,'. 

IN the prefent fccoe of difficulties to attend to 
the general prefervatiori of the prefidency, and the 
advancement of your ihterefts, are objefts of fuf- 
ficrent care ; yet the cafe of the private creditors of 
the Nabob Of Arcot, and of the Rajah of Tan- 
jore, being the cafe of the moft confiderable indi- 
viduals in the fettlement, and relating to the greateft 
part of their fortunes, forces itfelf upon the atten- 
tion of government. The prefent ftate of the 
debts is contained in 4 the inclofed papers, of the 
various methods propofed, or plans purfued, for the 
liquidation, of thefe debts which are becoming 
daily, more enormous. Some have been difap^. 
proved by the parties, and fome have failed in the 
execution. In the replies of the Governor General 
and Council of Bengal to the late requefts of the 
Nabob, which they confider to have the validity 
of a treaty, Company's bonds are recommended to 
be given to the Nabob's creditors for as much of 
the revenue of the provinces affigned to fuch cre- 
ditors as (hall be employed in defraying the ex- 
pences of the war, 25 per cent, is to be dedu&ed 
in favour of the Nabob from fuch of the fums due 
by him as have been affigned by the original cre- 
ditor and no interefl is to be paid to any credi- 
tors 
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tors from the 25th of Nov. next. By your in- 
ftru&ions not to give the Company's fecurity for 
the Nabob's debts, this prefidency feems prohi- 
bited from the performance of the conditions of the 
one part, and on the other feveral of the creditors 
have mentioned to me their intention of never ac- 
quiefcing in the abolition of their intereft, or di- 
minution of their capital. After combining with 
theftateof the country, the neceffary precautions 
for the welfare of the Company, the reafonable 
expences of the debtors, and the jufticc which is 
due at leaft to many of the creditors, I haye 
Iketched as a matter of fpeoulation for the prefent 
only, a plan for the gradual liquidation of the 
public and private demands,,, and for. the accumu- 
lation of a fund again ft . fudden exigencies. It 
fuppofes, what I hope will happen foon, the coun-

A public treafurc has, by the expedience of all 
ages, been found to contribute to the permanency 
of a ftate, by enabling it to witjxftand the Ihocjc 
of fudden attacks \ but it; is, not meant by the efta- 
blilhment of a trfafury,, that large quantities of 
fpecie, fhould in the interim of public exigences, 
be ufelefsly locked up; on, the contrary it is in- 
tended, that the money Ihould be circulated m 
fuch a manner as to encreafe the ftock of the 
Company with perfect fecurity, and at the fame 
time to. promote the commerce, and confequently 
the riches of the country. 

For this purpofe, the treafuty Ihould be a kind 
bank or lombard, one third of the ftqck to be al- 
ways in fpecie untouched, and two thirds to be 
employed in difcouating good, bills, and tqlte lent 
or valuable pledges, at 4n inweft never to exceed 
fix per cent, per annum. 

Thui, 
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Thus,. Madras, inftead of being a (hop of pity- 
ful ufury, would become a city of honourable 
commerce, of opulence, inftead of mifery, and of 
real refource inftead of temporary expedient. 

Thefe ends are much promoted by the facility 
of throwing per&nal effects into circulation. JThus 
the bonds to be given by the Nabob and the Ra- 
jah, (hould be fubdivided into fuch fums as are 
daify transferable in the ordinary courfe of traffic, 
bearing intereft, and perfe&ly fecured by the prc- 
fent engagements. They will be prefered like India 
bonds in England to the poffeffion of unproductive 
Ipecie. If the bonds were divided into feveral 
clafles, according to the priority of the demands for 
which they were given, or in a fixed proportion to 
the amount of each creditor, and thofe periods were 
fettled at which the bonds of each clafs ftiould be 
received as money in the Company's treafury, it 
would be approaching them to the nature of conver- 
tible fpecie; ftill add to the aftivity of their circu- 
lation, this is a point to be confidered hereafter. 

As the fum alloted for the Nabob's expences, 
may be confidered as too fmall, I propofe to encreafe 
it by two lacks of pagodas. It feems but reafonable 
that the tributary Rajahs and Polygars of the Car- 
natic, (hould pay a proper portion of their reve- 
venues to the ftate whofe protection they enjoy. 

Ilhoud 
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I (hould therefore think* that in addition to what 
they now pay, a new afieffmeht of two lacks (hould 
take place under the fan&ion and guarantee of the 
Company, which (hould remain the rate for ever, 
hereafter beyond the Nabob's power to augment it. 
In order to obtain fuch a fecurity, the Rajahs and 
^Polygars would, it is thought, readily confent to 
the propofed aflcffment. 

Thus, then the Nabob would ftand with relpeft 
to the Rajahs fix to two, in refpeft to allowances j 
and as thirty to eleven, m refpeft to revenue. 

It may perhaps be aiked, why the Rajah's credi- 
tors are to be paid in fix years, and the Nabob's in 
twelve. The only reafon now to be given is, the 
the Nabob's debts are much larger than the Ra- 
jah's; that they muft neceflarily take a much 
longer time in paying. 

N. B. In the general plan as above, if the re- 
venues, which are eftimated from the beft informa- 
tion that could be obtained, fhopld fall fhort, a pro- 
portional redu&ion of all the fums allotted to parti- 
cular purpofes, mud: take place, except the fum ap- 
propriated to the payment of the fix per cent, in- 
tereft, which ought to remain inviolable.
